SPEAKS IN DEFENSE 
OF BANK OF ATLANTA 


Officials of Local Institu- 
tion Pleaded for Liberal 
Policies More Than Year 
Ago, He Says. 


Augusta, Ga, July 14-—(Spe- 
cial.)—"For much unnecessary euf- 
fering and for delay in the return of 
srosperity, now overdue in this coun- 
try, the federal reserve board is 
lagely responsible,” John Skelton 
Williams asserted in a speech at Au- 
gusta today before the Augusta 
Board of. Commerce, the farmers of 
Georgia and Georgia Press assdcia- 
tion. 

As comptroller of.the currency Mr. 
Williams was a member of the board 
from its creation. He charged, dis- 
tinctly and repeatedly, .that the 
board by stubborn refusal to modify 
rules and policies to adapt them to 
changing conditions and to sectional 
and seasonal demands, has caused 
unnecessary hardship and obstruc- 
tion of return to healthy conditions. 
He referred to correspondence be- 
tween himself and the board to 
prove that he began more than 
‘elghteen months go and continued 
/antit his retirement a single-handed | 
fight against methods of administra-! 
tion which, he contended, not only | 
hindered, Kut in many instances ac- 
tually reversed the purpose of the 
federal reserve aystem. He sald: 

“Perhaps it is too laté now to cor- 
rect the very serious mistakes that 
have been made, as I think, or to 
avoid or cure the natural and in- 
evitable consequences, It is not too 
late to try to point out some of these 
mistakes, especially when there is 
opportunity to do so before the 
ruling powers of a powerful com- 
' monwealth. 

“The federal reserve system Is the 
finest tool for commercial! protection 
and construction ever put’in the 
hands of a government and people. 
I believe and say that by awkward 
and inefficient handling it has been 
used to injure where it was intend- 
ed to guard and ‘to encourage and 
protect what it should have restrain- 
ed or prevented, I believe it has been 
weakened and misdirected by the 
‘hureau disease,” which I have de- 
soribed heretofore as ‘bureaumania’ 
and which all who are entrusted 
with large authority seem to become 
subject. 

“J question nobody’s motives. The 

dismal, cold fact, as it seems to me, 
is that the federal reserve act, de- 
signed to provide a system of bank- 
ing and currency adaptable to the) 
variations of seasonal and sectional 
requirements and of supply and de- 
mand and eommercia] development, 
became by poor administration stiff 
and inelastic, consequently oppres- 
sive and injurious where it should 
have been helpful and dangerously 
lenient where it should have been re 
pressive.” 
He cited the-case of “a valiant lit- 
tle national bank in Alabama which 
needed $112,000 to help ite farmer 
customers at crop moving time last 
September. Under the “progressive 
interest plan” of the board this bank 
actually was charged at the rate of 
87% per cent per annum for part of 
the money it got, or about 4 per cent 
per month, on an average for use of 
money for two weeks. After careful 
study of interest rates of other coun- 
tries he found that rates the records 
show were charged certain small 
national banks In Colorado, Kansas, 
Texas, Louisiana and other states by 
their reserve banks, in certain ex- 
ceptional cases, were from two to 
five times as much as the rates 
charged by any government bank of 
any civilized coUntry on the globe..

Detroit Manufacturer 
Makes Offer for the Un- 
completed Wilson Dam 
Project in Alabama. 


OFFER PROVES VALUE 


Will Operate. Plant for 
Making Fertilizer in 
Peace, and Explosives 
in War. | ; 


Washington, July 14.—Henry Ford 
has a $200,000,000 idea that the great 
uncompleted Muscle Shoals nitrate 
plant, started by the government 
during the war, je a good commer- 
clal venture. 

The Detroit auto king, it has just 
been officially ‘disclosed, offers to 
take ‘over, complete and operate the 
Muscle ‘Sitoal# plant, on which the 
govérnnient airéddy has axzpended 
$80,000,000.. Congress, guided by 
Secrétary of War Weelks, will decide 
whether Ford’s offer can be accept- 
ed. Secretary Hoover has transmit- 
ted to Secretary Weeks the Ford 
proposal, after prolonged diecussions 
of the project. 

The negotiationg grew out of rep- 
resentations made to the department 
of commerce by the Mississippi Val- 
ley association, the Tennessee .Val- 
ley association and the American 
Farm Bureau federation, all of 
whom are interested in seeing that 
the great Muscle Shoals plant should 
not disintegrate altogether and the 
improvement to transportatién on 
the Tennessee river should not be 
lost. 


: 


Offer Proves Value. 
Secretary Hoover, commenting on 
Ford’s offer, said that “whatever 
may result from it, the offer proves 
what the public associations have 
contended—that the completion of 
this project has a commercial 
value.” 

Here are the principal points in 
Ford’s offer: 

(1) He will take a 100-year lease 
upon the Wilson dam and No. 3 
@ams and electric installation when 
completed. This work is estimated 
to cost $28,000,000. After a short 
preliminary ,period, Mr. Ford pre- 
poses to pay interest at the rate of 
6 per cent on the sum of $28,000,- 
000 and to amortize not only this 
sum but the entire cost of both 
dams over a period of 100 years, 

(2) He will purchase all] the ni- 
trate plant and equipment, lands, 
steam plant, etc., for $5,000,000, 

(3) He will convert and operate 
the large nitrate plant No. 2 for 
the production of fertilizer .com- 
pounds and as a stand-by for gov- 
ernment explosives in case of war, 
and keep it up to date in both arts. 
To Limit Profitm 
(4) He will limit the profits of 
the fertilizer plant to 8 per cent, 
an independent board embodying 
representatives of the American 
Farm bureau, the National Grange 
and the Farmers’ Union to certify 


to this maximum, 
The completion of these works 
makes the Tennessee navigable to 
Chattanooga, and there are under- 
takings by Ford for maintaining 
the locks, etc. The power develop- 
ed will ultimately greatly exceed 
the requirements of the fertilizer 
plant, and Ford proposes to use it 
in his own business. In order to 
meet the annual payments propos- 
ed a very large use of power must. 
be’ made outside the fertilizer 
works.

Railroad: Commission Or- 
der Requires Report of 
Operations After Rate 
Increase Granting.

The company is 
required to file the report Septem- 
ber 15, and a similar order was di- 
rected against the Consolidated Tel- 
ephone company of Moultrie re- 
turnable September 13. 

This order is similar to the or- 
der requiring reports from the At- 
lapnta Gas company and the infor- 
mation given in the reports will be 
usel by the commission in consid- 
ering revisions in telephone rates.

to freight rates from Mississippi 
river crossing points, Virginia,

The conference here wag held to 
bring the contending parties to- 
gether to discuss a tentative sched- 
ule of rates which is to be sub- 
mitted to the interstate “cOmmerce 
commission for approval or revision.

The state railroad commission at 
an executive session held Thursday 
issued an order citing all railroads 
in Georgia to appear before the 
commission on September 13 and 
show cause why certain discrimina- 
tions {n freight rates affecting 2,100 
towns and cities of Georgia should 
not be re-adjusted. This order is 
a continuation of a fight for re- 
vision of the freight rates in ques- 
tion made by the commission a few 
months before the rallroads were 
taken over by the government dur- 
ing the war. 

The commission cited. the rail- 
roads to appear to show eause why 
the discrimination against the 2,100 
towns and cities in favor of thirty 
towns and cities having a lower 
preferential rate should not be ad- 
justed and proper relief granted 
the citi needing sich relief. 

This action followed introduc- 
tion in the house Wednesday of a 
bill by Representative A. P. Brant- 
ley, of Pierce, in which the niem- 
ber of the house seeks to have the 
legislature pass a law equalizing 
freight rates in the, state and elimi- 
nating alleged discriminations 
against a number of cities.

Nearly All Potash Used 

in Southern Fertilizers, 
Which Would Throw 
Tax on Farms.

Washington, July 14.—(By Constl- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Of tremen- 
dous importance to the farmers of 
the south is the provision in the 
Fordney tariff bill now pending in 
the house and set for a vote for 
July 21 which provides for the levy- 
ing of a protective tariff of $50 
per ton on imported potash. That 
such a tariff would affect the states 
of Georgia, North Carolina and 
South Carolina more than all the 
rest of the country combined is re- 
vealed by the latest statistics show- 
ing that the consumption of fertiliz- 
er in these three states is greater 
than in all other states combined. 

It was estimated before the tariff 
committee by Wilbur Laroe, Jr., 
representing the United States Pot- 
ash Producers’ association, that the 
adoption of the proposed tariff 
would bring into the treasury de- 
partment ten millions of dollars an- 
nually but it remained for Judge W,. 
W. Larsen, of the twelfth Georgia 
district, to call the attention of the 
house to the fact that the farmers 
of Georgia, North Carolina and 
South Carolina would have to pay 
half of that amount. 

In the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi river and north _of _the 
Ohnlo river the farmers use pétash 
to a relatively small extent in the 
raising of potatoes and garden 
truck. Over 75 per cent of the 
potash used for agricultural pur- - 
poses in this country is consumed 
in the southeast. This fertilizer 
material has been found to be al- 
most indispensable in the raising 
of cotton on the southern coastal 
plain, where the soil is lacking in 
potash content, The experts say 
that if potash fs not applied to the 
soil the cotton bolls do not fill outs 
near the tops of the plant and that 
the fiber Is much weaker than it is 
when potash is used, Similarly in 
truck gardening where the soil lacks 
potash the addition of the potash to 
the soil makes the vegetable plants 
stronger, thug enabling the farmer 
to keep them longer without danger 
of loss from decay and to ship them 
to far distant markets, 

Tax Per Acre, 

It must be understood, of course, 
that potash constitutes only a small 
percentage of fertilizer, and that 
the amount of potash used per acre 
depends upon the requirement of the 
soil and the nature of the crop. The 
principal fertilizer used in the south 
is what is known as “2-8-2,” which 
contains 2 per cent of potash, or 40 
pounds to the ton, So that if halt 
a ton of fertilizer is used to the 
acre 20 pounds of pure potash would 
be consumed and the tariff imposed 


would be 50 cents, which would have 
to be paid on every acre of fand 
in the south on which half a ton 
of fertilizer is used.

ness_with which the republicans are 
levelling their tariff guns at the.

potash has been on the free list 
since 1896.

“Today more than at any time, as 
I sat in the senate chamber it seem- 
ed to me and for me that Georgia 
Was once more living over that 
chapter of illustrious history writ- 
ten in, the first of the @éarly nine- 
ties. Oo My mental vision there 
came the figure“of a stalwart, up- 
standing man of strong character, 
monumental will power and massive 
brain, a leader among men and one 
who mdde himself felt by his very 
presence. These same mental pro- 
césses set me to studying him and 
in him I saw not only a gerat brain 
and a power of leadership, but with- 
al a magnetism of affability, a per- 
individ- 
ua] statesman whose heart beat 
strongest for his state and whose 
~ agi was forever for its” peo- 
ple. 

“He was a man whose loyalty 
to Georgia and Georgians, to his 
friends and to his friends’ friends 
was synonymous with his name, 
and history tells us he was ele- 
vated from a previous post of leg- 
islative leadership to the seat at 
the head of the Georgia state sen- 
ate, where in my mind I saw him 
today. The same history tells us 
that his people were so responsive 
to his love, his loyalty and his 
worth that they declined to permit 
the completion of his career there,

Washington, D. C., July 14.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—A col- 
loquy which provoked close atten- 
tion and much merriment from sen- 
ators, the visitors’ gallery and sen- 
ate attendants, occurred yesterday 
between Senators H. L. Myers, of 
Montana, democrat, and Senator 
Thomas E. atson, of Georgia. 

It was during Senator Watson's 
speech on the soldier bonus bill, 
which he favors, that Senator My- 
ers interrupted him and it was more 
than an hour later when the two 
senators resumed their seats. Sev- 
eral days ago the Georgia senator 
had questioned the senator from 
Montana at length when he was 
speaking against the passage of 
the bonus bill and it became evi- 
dent yesterday that the Montana 
senator had remembered the keen 
thrusts from Senator Watson's fa- 
cile tongue. 

At that time in reply to a ques- 
tion from Senator Watson the Mon- 
tana senator remarked that Mr. 
Watson must have just returned 
from his lunch or hé would never 
have asked such a question. And 
that’s when the fun commenced 
for the junior senator from Geor- 
Zia flashed back, “Yes, I have, and 
it was a much better lunch than 
the speech the senator is making.” 
And the fun thus started has been 
continued off and on ever since, 

No Decision Allowed. 

Here’s the way these sefatoria] 
sparring partners fought it out. 
Under the laws of the senate nv 
decision was allowed. 

The other day I promised

tana, nor in “canned beef” which 
comes from Montana, and is not can- 
ned beef but canned horses. 

Mr. Myers. Mr. President, if the 
senator will yield to me again, I do 
not Know where he gets his infor- 
mation that we can horses in Mon- 
tana. It may be that he has been 
eating some of our canned meat and 
that he cannot tell canned horse 
from canned beef. 

Mr. Watson. I think that is quite 
likely. I am almost sure itis. You 
never can tell what you eat in some 
of these restaurants. You go by the 
bill of fare, and when the words are 
French you do not know what you 
are eating until you have eaten it.

Opposition was immediately voiced 
from both sides, Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, characterizing the 
suggestion as “moral cowardice,” 
and asserting that six months’ de- 
lay would make no difference to the 
taxpayers, while Senator Watson, 
democrat, Georgia, described the 
proposed action “as a floral wreath 
on the grave of the bill.” 

Allied debts, tariff and tax re- 
vision figured in the discussion. 
Democrats and republicans joined 
in declaring the allied debt refund- 
ing was no sufficient groynd for de- 


)ferring the bill. The bill itself was 
assailed by republicans as well as 
democrats. 

Charges Disgrace. 

Senator Kellogg, republican, Min- 
nesota, said it was a “sham” in 
being devoid of taxes for payment, 
and Senator Borah said the whole 
course of congress in dealing with 
the legislation was a “disgrace.” 
The later proposed “any cash propo- 
sition,” declaring it was impossi- 
Pag measure patriotic service by 
cash. 

“Our first duty is to the disabled 
soldier,” he said, “and it will be a 
tremendous burden.

Adjournment was taken

They have not accomplished 
results in the past and so why 
should we now throw them millions 
of dollars of state money for them 
to inefficiently spend.” 

All One Big State. 

Going on he sald, “We are all 
one big state. We have a highway 
commission to improve the roads 
throughout the state, We are not 
a number of counties and should 
not consider ourselves as such and 
h..ve internal dissention.” 

Representative Davis, 
thorpe, urged that the tax money 
bs distributed among the counties 
by passing the bills. He stated 
that the motor vehicle bill was 
only passed in 1919 with the dis- 
tinct understanding that 
money would be distributed amon’ 
the counties according to post-road 
mileage and that this understand- 
ing had not been lived up to “I 
demand that we be given Our due 
promises now and that the coun- 
ties of the state be given the money 
that is due them.” he Said. 

He stated that about $3,000,000 has 
zone into the hands of the state 
highway commission since January 
1 from the state and national gov- 
ernment and that at present only 
$73.000 is in the state treasury. 
“Where is the rest of it?” he asked. 
“Where has it been spent? Why has 
my county not received any of it?” 

Teach Road Building. 

Representatives of the county 
commissions stated that the state 
highway commission was teaching 
the counties how to build roads and 
how to efficiently spend money upon 
roads. They pointed out the fact 
that they had never before known 
the correct way in which to con- 
struct roads and were delighted to 
have the chance to learn. Many in- 
stances were cited where counties 
had lost large sums of money on 
account of not having the\correct 
knowledge of road building. They 
also pointed to a number of cases 
where a large amount of money had 
been saved for them by the higch- 
way commission through expert ad- 
vice. 

House Fails to Pass Bill. 

After an: hour's debate, the house 
failed to pass a law by Representa- 
tlve Walter H. Beckham, of Dough- 
erty, designed to make Georgia 
game laws conform with those of 
the federal government, voting to 
table the measure. ar. Beckham 
stated later that he would intro- 
duce another bill, which would be 
clear of the objections made by the 
legislators. 

Among the bills introduced were 
those of Mr. Swift of Elbert, which 
provides for creation of a board to 
exchange the governor’s mansion 
and give the chief executive a home. 
and the DeKalb delegation, designed 
to create an additional judgship in 
the Stone Mountain circuit. 

The Fulton county delegation, it 
was stated last night, has reached 
a compromise on the new tax in- 
crease law for Atlanta, and have 
agreed on 26 per cent of the city’s 
revenue, the state school fund and 
non-resident tuition fees to be de- 
voted to the g6chools. 

Murphy M. Holloway contended 
for the 26 per cent basis; Viriyn 
Moore the 25 per cent stand, and 
Ernest Bentley for 27 per cent.

RADE-MARK ROW 
ENEWED IN COURT 


The-fight of the Chero-Cola com- 
pany to secure registration of its | 
trade mark, which was begun on 
April 1, 1914, was reopened Thurs- 
day when the company filed a bill 


of complaint in the United States 
district court here against the 
Coca-Cola company, in which a de- 
cree is asked adjudging thaa the 
plaintiff has a right to have its 
trade name, “Chero Cola,” reg- 
istered. 

The bill charges that the Coca- 
Cola company has wrongfully and 
without cause resisted its efforts 
to have the trade mark registered. 
The entire history of the fight to 
register the trade name is contain- 
ed in the bill. 

It was set forth that:application 
for registration of the trade name 
was first made in April 1, 1914, to 
the patent office. The examiner 
of trade marks rejected the appli- 
cation because the name included 
the word “cola.””. An appeal from 
the decision of the examiner was 
then made to the commissioner of 
patents. 


Point Seored. 

The Chero-Cola company scored 
& point with the cOmmissioner, it 
is shown, and a reproduction of the 
proposed trade mark, with official 
notice that it would be registered, 
was published by the commissioner 
in the official patent gazette. 

The Coca-Cola company then filed 
notice of opposition, and when the 
issue raised by the Coca-Cola com- 
pany was subsequently decided in 
the latter’s favor, and on April 24, | 
1919, the Chero Cola company was 
officially informed that under the'| 
law it was not entitled to regis- 
ter its mark. 

The Chero Cola company again 
appealed to the commissioner. of 
patents, and on January 24, 1920, 
he reversed the decision of the ex- 
aminer and held that the trade 
name‘Chero Cola” could be legally 
registered. Then the Chero Cola 
company filed its application for 
trade mark registration with the 
court of appeals of the District 
of Columbia. Because of opposition 
by the Coca-Cola company the court 
held that the trade mark could not 
be registered. 

Charge Court Error. 

The Chero Cola company alleges 
that the court decided erroneously 
in reversing the opinion of the com- 
missioner of patents. 

The Coca-Cola company, in its 
opposition, failed to show any con- 
fusion of trade resulting from any 
similarity in names of the two 
beverages, the bill states. It is 
further declared .that it is in- 
equitable for the Coca-Cola com- 
pany to be allowed to oppose the 
registration of the mark. 

The value of the trade mark, to- 
gether with the good will and 
physical assets of the Chero Cola 
company is given as $10,000,000.

Witnesses called to tel] of the al- 
leged marital infidelity of James 
A. Stillman mentioned the names 
of two women today as having

Leeds, former show girl, and one 
“Helen”—remained aboard the yacht 
over night, according to accounts 
of the testimony of Frank Murphy, 
steward of the Modesty.

enough, and the court mulcted the 
doctor good and plenty. The court 
assumed that insufficient clothing, 
Or insufficient artificial warmth is 
a cause of pneumonia, or at least a 
predisposing factor. No one has 
ever been able to prove that such 
exposure is a predisposing cause of 
any illness or disease save frost- 
bite. 

Down in Maine a guest fled from 
a summer hotel before his stay. for 
which he had contracted to pay, was 


expired, because he was frightened 
and annoyed by flies in the dining 
room. The hotel sued to collect the 
full amount of the bill for the en- 
tire period he had contracted to 
Stay. The court decided that the 
guest was entitled to leave before 
his time was up and not pay for 
the remaining time, since the court 
felt convinced that flies in a dining 
room are.a nuisance and a menace 
to health of guests. 

Now, if pneumonia germs were as 
large as flies the doctor who failed 
to keep sufficient Dlankets or hot 
water bottles on his patient might 
have won the suit brought against 
him, for a lawyer elevated to the 
bench does give some weight to the 
evidence of his own senses. even 
though he be a credulous man. 


Typhoid germs are no larger than 
Pnuemnoia or coryza or dquinsy 
germs. Yet a court has found that 


a contractor who failed to supply 
pure water to laborers he main- 
tained on the work was responsible 


‘for the typhoid fever some of them 


contracted PRESUMABLY from the 
polluted drinking water furnished 
in the camp.

Ex- 
traordinary benefit in the way of 
improvement of co-ordination (con- 
trol of muscles) is obtained in loco- 
motoar ataxia by carefully managed 
re-educative exercises as employed 
by such an authority as Dr. W. J. 
M. A. Maloney, of New York city.

I 
have no printed matter on locomotor 
ataxia.

employees “lived in peace” under a 
scale of wages that permitted “an 
efficient man to earn from $400 to 
$700 a month,” and that “this con- 
dition persisted until the United 
Mine Workers sought to get control 
of the field. 

“We promise to show that the 
pUnited Mine Workers up to 1912 was 
a straight labor union, but that in 
this year it adopted principles which 
have turned its membership into 
a band of robbers,” Vinson said. 
“These are strong words, but what 
they have done is to declare that 
they will never remain satisfied 
with any return for their labor ex- 
cept that which includes the full 
social value of the coal thet is 
mined. 

“Every murder and riot in West 
Virginia can be laid to this policy 
of the United Mine Workers, first 
to unionize and then to own the 
mines.”’ 

Vinson said that 27 men had been 
killed in Mingo since 1920, “five of 
them officers of the law, shot in the 
back from ambush. : 

“The United Mine Workers has 
sent in assassins,” he said, “gun- 
men picked for their work. Out of 
fifteen men in jall the other day, 
arrested in this territory. only four 
were citizens of West Virginia. In 
spite of this intimidation, we are 
getting out 90 per cent of normal 
coal output. 

“We have here the petitions of 
5.000 men and 900 women working 
in the mines asking you to protect 
them in their right to work.”

Characterizing his life as a mis-.

Butler was rushed 
to Grady hospital and later taken 
to the Georgia Baptist hospital. 

Despondency over business trou- 
bles was said to be the cause of’the 
attempt at suicide.

Sutton Gains Indorsement 
of Plan for Motion Pic- 
tures in Schools. 


A program of visual education for 
the Atlanta schools, embracing an 
extensive and systematic use of 
moving pictureg for the instruction 
of pupils, was broached to the board 
of education at their meeting 
Thursday, an adjourned session 
which met for the purpose of adopt- 
ing certain school books for the en- 
suing year. 

Superintendent Willis A. Sutton 
brought to the attention of the board 
the advantages of instruction 
through motion pictures through- 
out the United States and gave 
members the figures vt the Carne- 
gie institute which substantiate the 
recent increase in that mode of in- 
struction. Three-fifths of a per- 
son's knowledge is acquired through 
the eyes, while only one-fifth comes 
through hearing, Mr. Sutton said. 

The plan of Mr. Sutton inciudes 
the employment of a director, who 
would systematize the showing of 
historical and scientific films to the 
point where there would exist a 
regular circult of showings in va- 
rious schools, through the use of 
portable motion pictyre outfits and 
the co-ordination of class periods 
_ the schedule of the film out- 

ie 


Books in Pictures, 

Out of 32 books now used as col- 
lateral reading in the schools’ lit- 
erary courses, said. Mr. Sutton, 17 
are already in moving pictures. As 
notable among these he mentioned 
“Ivanhoe,” “The Tale of Two Cities,” 
“The Last of the Mohicans,” “Lorna 
Doone” and ““‘Bhe Courtship of Miles 
Standish.” 

The moving picture idea was in- 
dorsed by the board, although some 
did not believe the employment of 
a director advisable and others be- 
lieved that this plan, while excel- 
lent, should wait on the schoo] ex- 
pansion contemplated under the 
bond issue proceeds. No action was 
taken on the matter, but Mr. Sut- 
ton requested that the members 
think the matter over for possible 
action at the August meeting of 
the board. 

It was called to the attention of 
the board by W. L. McCalley, of 
the board, that the picture recently 
filmed by the pupils of the Girls’ 
High school had been booked solid 
by schools and universities for more 
than a year, and that the “dollars 
and cents” value placed on it by 
the distributing agency was $50,000.

Army Men Elated 
Over Planes’ Feat 
Of Sinking Warship 


Langley Field, Va., July 14.—Army 
aviators who participated yesterday 
in the sinking of the former German 
destroyer G-102, off the Virginia 
capes, gave an exhibition flight to- 
day for the members of congress, 
foreign naval officers, aviation at- 
taches, scientists and others who 
came from Washington aboard the 
naval transport Henderson to wit- 
ness the third phase of the joint 
army and navy bombing tests. 

Forty-nine planes took the air 
from the big flying field here on 
the banks of Back river and circled 
around, flying in flight and solo 
formations. A number of fast pur- 
suit Z-5’s took off first to be fol- 
lowed by DH-4's. They were fol- 
lowed by Martin bombers, two Cap- 
roni planes, several Handley-Pages 
and a Curtis eagle. 

Brigadier General Mitchell, assis- 
tant chief of the army air service, 
and the officers at this, the army’s 
largest flying base, were elated to- 
day with the success of their attack 
on the G-102. Some of them said 
the fast pursuit planes with their 
twenty-five pound bombs eventually 
could have gent the old destroyer 
down. Brigadier General Mitchell, 
assistant chief of the air service, 
who flew low over the ship at the 
conclusion of the attack by the pur- 
suit plants, said the G-TV2’s stern 
was badly damaged by the concen- 
tration of the fire on that part of 
the ship. The after end was the 
target for the first attacks, but be- 
fore the planes finished launching 
their forty bombs the ship was well 
raked both fore and aft, it was said. 
Air officers here disclosed today 
that the actual distance from this 
base to the G-102 was 97 miles. 
Each plane traveled 200 miles or 
more in going out and returning. 

On the outward trip the ships ran 
into low clouds, a mist and some 
rain which made flying difficult. 
All of the flying craft that set out 
from the field reached the scene and 
got back safely except two, a Mar- 
tin bomber, which landed on the 
beach at Smiths !sland, and was car- 
ried out into the water by the under- 
tow from the big breakers. and a 
Thomas-Morse, which was damaged 
in making a forced landing because 
of lack of fuel. The crew of this 
nlane escaped and that of the Mar- 
tin bomber was rescued by a de- 
stroyer. Two other Martin planes 
were forced down on land out of gas. 
but replenished their supplies and 
returned here yesterday afternoon.

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Mellon Is Asked 
Fo Give Details 
Of Funding Plan 


Senate Connititten Reads the 
British Letter on Can- 
cellation of Debts. 


Washington, July 14.—Senators 
will endeavor to learn from Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon on 
what terms the administration pro- 
poses to fund the debts of allied 
governments, before the bill to 
grant funding powers to the treas- 
ury is enacted. 

Assurance is desired that current 
interest, amounting to half a bil- 
lion dollars a year, will be paid, 
after the debt and the unpaid in- 
terest are funded. 

The anxiety in congress was 
heightened Thursday, when the sen- 
ate for the first time received con- 
clusive evidence that an effort to 
cancel or reduce the indebtedness 
of the various allied governments 
had been made. Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon, appearing before 
the finance committee, submitted a 
letter from Lloyd-George to Presi- 
dent Wilson, and a letter from the 
chancellor of the British exchequer, 
giving details of a proposal looking 
toward a general cancellation. The 
letters revealed also the importance 
the British attached to a speedy 
settlement, and their-fear. of the 
reaction of the debts on world eco- 
nomic conditions and relations. 

Interest Payment. 

Senator Smioot, of Utah, in ‘re- 
sponse to questions from the floor, 
informed Senator McKellar, of Ten- 
nesse, that the secretary had not 
told the committee in what manner 
the funding is to be carried out. 
McKellar said the secretary should 
not be granted “blanket authority 
to dispose of $11,000,000,000," and 
said he had understood interest 
payments would further be defer-

red. Smoot replied that it was his 
understanding that the overdue in- 
terest would be funded with the 
principal, and that current interest 
hereafter would be patd. ' 

The treasury, so far as can be 
learned, has not formulated its 
funding program except in general 
terms. The problem is complicated 
by the demoralized state of ex- 
change, the inability of the allies to 
make payments in cash, the diffi- 
culty of-further*borrowings, and 
declining’ world trade which would 
permik settlement of balances 
through payments in commodities. 
Senators fear there yet may be 
worked out some project which 
would deprive this country of in- 
térest payments. 

French Claims, 

The letter of Liloyd-George, writ- 
ten under date of August 5, 1920, 
told of the efforts of the British 
and the French to reach agreement 
on, German reparations “at a. fig- 
ure that was within the reasonable 
capacity to*pay.” Premier Millerand 
accepted this view. . The letter 
stated, but said it was impossible 
for France to accept anything less 
than the sums to which she was 
entitled under the treaty unless her 
debts to the allies were treated the 
same way. ® 

Britain, in turn, the letter said, 
came to the conclusion that it could 
not remit any part of the French 
debt to her “except as part and 
parcel of an all-around settlement 
of inter-allied indebtedness.”’ 

“I need not go into the reasons 
which led to this conclusion, which 
must be clear to you,” wrote the 
premier. “But the principal reason 
was that the British public opinion 
would never support a one-sided ar- 
rangement and if such a one-sided 
arrangement were made it could not 
fafl to estrange and eventually em- 
bitter the relations between the 
American and British people, with 
calamitous results for the future of 
the world, You will remember that 
Great Britain borrowed from the 
United States about half ag much 
as its total loans to the allies, and 
after America’s entry into the war 
it lent to the allies almost exactly 
the same amount as it borrowed 
from the United States. 

“Accordingly the British govern- 
ment has informed the French gov- 
ernment that it will agree to any 
equitable arrangement for the re- 
duction ‘or cancellation of inter-al- 
lied indebtedness, but that-such ar-+ 


rangement must be one that applies 
all around.” 


Sought Wilson Adviee. 


Lloyd-George went on to say that 
he realized that with congress not 
in session, and this country in the 
midst of a presidential election, it 
was impossible for America to deal 
With the question in a practical 
manner. He invited the advice of 
President Wilson ag to how the 
question could be settled at “the 
earliest possible moment that the 
political situation in America makeg 
it possible.” 

Britain was willing, the premier 
said, to fund its debt in any way 
that would not prejudice the work- 
ing out of our inter-allied arrange- 
ment in the shame 

Further informafion of the same 
character was contained in a mes- 
sage from. the chancellor of the 
British exchequer to R. C. Lindsay, 
representative of the British treas- 
ury in this country. The message 
was submitted informally to Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury Lef- 
fingwell February 9, 1920. It said: 

“Turning to the more general 
consideration it is evident that a 
fimancial] crisis in America would 
greatly endanger the incipient re- 
covery of continental Europe. It is 
impossible to foresee the conse-

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quences. With the continent a prey 
to bankruptcy and anarchy, and phe 
United States unable *to provide 
credits of any sort owing to the in- 
ternal crisis; the world’s position 
would indeed be serious. 
Fer Moral Effect, 

“If I may venture on what I fear 

ig controversial ground, I may say 


that it is largely because of these 


dangers that we should welcome a 
weneral cancellation of inter-gov- 
ernmental war debts. The moral ef- 
fect would even be a greater prac- 
tical change and fresh hope and con- 
fidence would spring up everywhere, 
The existence of these international 
debts déterg neutrals from giving 
assistance, checks, private ‘credits, 
and will, I fear, preve a disturbing 
factor in future international rela- 
tions.” 

The committee decided to ask the 
judiciary committee for secret cor- 
respondence bearing on the loan ne- 
gotiations, supplied by former Sec- 
retary Houston. Senator Reed urg- 
ed that the correspondence be made 
public, declaring that it revealed a 
“situation wholly illegal and unjus- 
tifiable.”’ 

Melion assured the committee that 
no. more money will be loaned to 
foreign governments.

Two More Arrests 
Are Made in Probe 


Of Death Mystery} 


Milledgeville, Ga., July 14.—With 
the arrest of Dollie Roberson late 
yesterday afternoon and that of 
Barnes Reynolds today, seven per- 
sons, one a woman, Winnie Brook- 
ins, had been lodged in jails in 
Baldwin, Hancock, Bibb and Putnam 
counties, on charges of being impli- 
cated in the death of Carl Watson, 
a young man, two years ago. 

The unexpected arrests yesterday 
created a sensation here, as nearly 
everybody considered the killing in 
the light of an unsolved and un- 
solvable mystery,. because of the 
paucity of the evidence secured at the 
time of the discovery of Watson's 


body floating in the river. 
Thearrests were made by Sheriff 
Terry and deputies, who went across 
the river to the eastern part of 
Baldwin county, before the news of 
the action of the grand jury be- 
came known. The arrests were 


made by nightfall, about four miles|: 


from the city. 
Names of Prisoners. 

The five persons taken are Genie 
Moran, John Simmons, Jacob Brook- 
ins, Miss Winnie Brookins, a sister 
of the last named, and Ike Seay, a 
brother-in-law. The superior court, 
which was in session here Monday 
and Tuesday, will reconvene next 
week to try the cases. 

Watson left. his wife and home 
in Midway, a suburb of Milledge- 
ville, August 16, 1919, to accept a 
position. He was not afterward 
heard of until his body was found 
on August 22, 1919, lodged against 
a raft in the Oconee river. He had 
been shot through his neck, and 
his skill was crushed. The dis- 
covery was made by Adrian Horne 
and a negro named Burl Briscoe, 
who were in a boat fishing. 

The body was identified as that 
of Watson. No traces of the man- 
ner in which he met his death, how- 
ever, were revealed in the investi- 
gation. But since the discovery of 
Watson’s body, the sheriff and 
other officials have been quietly in- 
vestigating the case, and working 
to assemble evidence. The nature 
of the evidence secured, however, 
has not been announced,
